Indications this afternoon, as 
far as the ten percincts in Rush- 
ville township were 
concerned, 
were that a normal vote for a 
primary would be tabulated to­ 
day in the election. 
A visit to the ten voting places 
at one o’clock this 
afternoon, 
showed that two-thirds of 
the 
vote as cast two y ears ago in the 
primary had been voted at that 
hour, leaving the rest of the af­ 
ternoon for the vote to 
reach 
the normal in this township. 
At one o’clock a total of 1,387 
persons had voted in the 
ten 
places. Two y ears ago 
in 
the 
primary , the total vote for these 
same ten places was 2,156. 
The heaviest precinct in the 
list, th at of number 2, 
which 
votes at the Mrs. Retherford Ga­ 
rage, Tenth and Main 
street, 
was leading this afternoon with 
200 voted, and two y ears ago the 
total vote here was 321. 
The voting places in those pre­ 
cincts which include some por­ 
tions outside the city , indicated 
th at the farmers were not vot­ 
ing, and this faction may reduce 
the total this y ear, unless they 
come in later in the afternoon.

By ROBERT H. BEST 
Vienna, May 8—(U. R)—a 
rigid 
censorship prevented the leak­ 
age of any news from Roumania 
today except officials announce­ 
ments, conflicting rumors of an 
impeding risis and reports 
of 
Peasants marching on Buchar­ 
est. 
The censorship was 
supple­ 
mented by the arrest of repre­ 
sentatives of several newspaper 
men serving outside newspapers 
and agencies. 
Other 
newspapermen 
have 
been warned that arrest 
will 
follow any attem pt to send news 
which the government holds to 
be false. 
Government statements 
said 
there was comparative q uiet in 
the country . Newspapers at Bel­ 
grade, who maintain 
* contact 
with Roumania, generally bore 
out those statements. But there 
is a hint that correspondents are 
under severe pressure not 
to 
send unfavorable news. 
Telephone sfervice, 
suspended 
last night, was reopened 
today 
between Bucharest 
and 
Bel­ 
grade. 


REPORT IS DENIED 
London, 
May 
8—(U.R)_The 
United Press correspondent at 
Bucharest today 
advised that 
no peasants were marching on 
the capital and 
emphatically 
denied continental reports that a 
tense situation had devloped in 
Roumania. 
The advices said that all of 
the peasants who attended the 
peasant congress at Alba Julia 
Sunday had returned 
to their 
homes and that complete order 
prevailed throughout the nation.

Hearings will start today before 
a special board of inq uiry , into 
the sinking of the war depart­ 
ment dredge nave-sink y ester­ 
day with a loss of 18 lives.

crashed into the anchored Lam­ 
port and Holt freighter Swin­ 
burne in the narrows off Clifton, 
y esterday morning. Twenty -nine 
members of the crew of the 
dredge were saved. 
Eighteen others were missing 
today and were believed trapped 
in the lower part of the vessel. 
Divers will go down today in an 
attempt to locate the bodies. 


MARCHING ON BUCHAREST 
Berlin, May 8—(U.R)—Advices to 
Berlin newspapers and press as­ 
sociations today said a force of 
20,000 peasants was marching on 
Bucharest and 
that 
already 
there had been one clash be­ 
tween the peasants and the mili­ 
tary . 
The Tageblatt in a dispatch 
from Budapest said the peasants 
and soldiers had fought at East 
Alba Julia. 
The Telegraphen Union 
said 
in a dispatch 
from 
Belgrade 
that martial law had been de­ 
clared in Bucharest and 
that 
troops guarded all roads leading 
to the capital. 


SITUATION TENSE 
Vienna. May 8—(U.R)—Reports 
received here that a tense situa­ 
tion had developed in Roumania 
were scoffed at in 
a statement 
Roumanian minister of the In­ 
terior Duca gave the press 
in 
Bucharest. 
“I can not help from laughing 
at reports published abroad that 
there is a revolution in Rouman­ 
ia. There is no serious problem 
which can arouse a revolution­ 
ary spirit against a mere surface 
m atter,” his statement said. 


New York, May 8—(U.R)—The 
Indianapolis Times has won the 
$500 Pulitzer prize and the gold 
medal give annually for “the 
most disinterested and meritor­ 
ious public service rendered by 
an American newspaper during 
the y ear.” 
The judges 
announced the 
Times, a Scripps Howard news­ 
paper, had received the highest 
honor in American journalism 
“for its work in exposing politi­ 
cal corruption in Indiana, prose­ 
cuting the guilty and bringing 
about a more wholesome state 
of affairs in civil government.” 


FEW COUNTIES IN STATE

Miller, a dairy man. In addition 
to these two brothers, Mr. Miller 
is survived by his widow, four 
children, a sister 
Mrs. Nora 
Shields at Charlottsville, a bro­ 
ther William at 
Indianapolis 
and a brother, 
James at Fort 
Way ne. 
Mr. Miller was in an automo­ 
bile wreck about a month ago 
and this is believed to have been 
a contributory cause 
in

law, and on the return trip to 
Anderson his car 
turned over

VARIOUS STAGES OF THE 
WORKINGS OF BORER SEEN 


Object of Display Is To Instruct 
Farmers In Methods Of Com­ 
batting The Spread 


Rush county farmers who are 
interested in the fight against 
the European corn borer or who 
are not familiar with this grow­ 
ing menace, are invited to call 
at the office of county Agent O. 
S. Williams and see a display of 
this pest and the way in which 
it works. 
The display is one furnished 
by the Ety mology Bureau of the 
United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture. In one case mounted 
under glass is shown the 
male 
and female moth, the egg and 
pupua stage and the corn borer 
worm. A cut-away section of 
a 
stalk and an ear of corn shows 
the worm at work. An exterior of 
flint corn showing the result of 
the borer is in the same case. 
The second case shows short 
stubble and long stubble and the 
carry ing possibilities of each. A 
broken corn tassle, one of the 
first indications of the presence 
of the borer, is also shown. Val­ 
uable printed 
information is 
carried on the cover to these 
two interesting display s. 
The only way to combat the 
corn borer, which is growing to 
be one of the greatest dangers 
to the farm that has ever ap­ 
peared, is in method of cutting, 
time of cutting and disposal of 
the stalks. A stalk cut close to 
the ground in 
September will 
have only one third of the borer 
content of longer stubble from 
corn cut in November. 
Stalks of a field in which the 
borer has been working should 
be raked into piles and burned 
to destroy the worms, the eggs 
and any intermediate stages. 
Plowing under and a thorough 
working of every field in which 
trhe worms have appeared, will 
eradicate the European pest. 
This display is 
educational 
and instructive and should be of 
interest to every one concerned 
with the welfare of the agricul­ 
tural mid-west.

The vests are serviced free of 
charge by the 
manufacturer. 
When the vest has been 
shot 


once, it can be returned to the 
company and a new one will be 
sent. When a bullet has struck 
these thin plates once, the resis­ 
tance at that identical point is 
lessened hence the entire 
vest 
is rennovated to prevent the mil­ 
lionth chance of an accident. 
Delivery was promised sheriff 
Coons the latter part of 
this 
week. The commissioners agreed 
to pass the bill at 
their next 
meeting. A number of surround­ 
ing cities have bought this pro­ 
tection for their officers. New­ 
castle has there such vests for 
the use of the police force. The 
vests weigh but ten pounds and 
could be worn constantly with­ 
out undue annoy ance. However, 
as a rule, they are kept for raids 
and arrests where violence is ex­ 
pected.

Hoover, like President

On the other hand,

DIAGNOSING AGRICULTURE 
Methods by which bu siness organizations are 
bringing agricu ltu re into the bu siness pictu re of 
their particu lar territory are ou tlined by the 
Agricu ltu ral Serv ice of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States in a pu blished su rv ey , 
Chambers of Commerce and their Trade Area 
Agricu ltu re. 
In this the 
im portance of the 
trade-area 
su rv ey , condu cted u su ally by both bu siness men 
and farmers, as a basis for all activ ities is em ­ 
phasized. 


“Before setting ou t the enterprise,” say s the 
Agricu ltu ral Serv ice, “it is necessary that a pro­ 
gram or schedu le be 
arranged and 
tha t this 
schedu le be based u pon the resu lts of a most 
carefu l stu dy of the entire situ ation. 
In pre­ 
paring to establish agricu ltu ral contacts in their 
trade areas, local chambers find this esential. 
Su rv ey s of the areas m u st be made to ascertain 
conditions, and to form a backgrou nd for fu tu re 
work. 
These 
su rv ey s, or stu dies, 
can be a r­ 
ranged in sev eral way s: They may be condu cted 
by the cham ber independently ; they may be de­ 
v eloped throu gh cooperation with other agencies; 
or they may resu lt from the work of other agen­ 
cies fostered and promoted by the chamber. Al­ 
thou gh 
nu merou s 
ex amples 
of 
independent 
trade-area su rv ey s are recorded, by far the great­ 
est nu m ber of su rv ey s are made as cooperativ e 
projects with the cham ber and one or more ag­ 
ricu ltu ral organizations. 
It is felt that stu dies 
of this natu re can be made best with the assist­ 
ance and direction of su ch agencies as the cou n­ 
ty agent, state college and state ex tension ser­ 
v ice, and United States D epartm ent of Agricu l­ 
tu re.”

interested in the fight against 
the European corn borer or who 
are not familiar with this grow- 
ing menace, are invited to cal 
at the office of county Agent O 
S. Williams and see a display of 
this pest and the way in which 
it works. 


The display is one 
furnished 


by the Etymology .Bureau of the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. In one case mountec 
under glass is shown the male 
and female moth, the egg am 
pupua stage and the corn borer 
worm. A cut-away section of 
stalk and an ear of corn shows 
the worm at work. An exterior o: 
flint corn showing the result of 
the borer is in the same case. 


The second case shows shor 


stubble and long stubble and the 
carrying possibilities of each. A 
broken corn tassle, one of the 
first indications of the presence 
of the borer, is also shown. Val- 
uable printed 
information is 


carried on the cover to these 
two interesting displays. 


The only way to combat the 


corn borer, which is growing to 
be one of the greatest dangers 
to the farm that has ever ap- 
peared, is in method of cutting. 


HEAVY VOTE IS 


time of cutting and disposal of 
the stalks. A stalk cut close to 
the ground in September will 
have only one third of the borer 
content of longer stubble from 
corn cut in November. 


Stalks of a field in which the 


borer has been working should 
be raked into piles and burned 
to destroy the worms, the eggs 
and any intermediate stages. 
Plowing under and a thorough 
working of every field in which 
the worms have appeared, will 
eradicate the European pest. 


This display is educational 


and instructive and should be of 
interest to everyone concerned 
with the welfare of the agricul- 
tural mid-west.

AMERICA GOES TRAVELING 


The automobile touring season is about to 


get under way, and automobile clubs every- 
where are predicting that more people will travel 
about the United States in their cars this sum- 
mer than ever before. 


Yet, at the same time, railways are making 


plans to take care of a huge summer excursion 
business. 
Steamship lines that cater to vaca- 


tionists on the Great Lakes and on the Atlantic 
and Pacific seaboards are getting ready for a 
banner year. 
However popular the automobile 


may have become as a means of summer travel, 
it is evident thai it has not made any very seri- 
ous inroads into the business of the old estab- 
lished transportation systems. 


The truth of the matter seems to be that the 


American, in ever-increasing numbers, is discov- 
ering the joys of travel. 
He is becoming foot- 


loose. 
When warm weather conies and May 


lengthens out toward June, he begins to feel an 
itching of the feet. He wants to get away; to 
leave his home and wander for a while. It some- 
times seems as if we had inherited the roving 
habits of the red men whose lands we took. 


All of this is a healthy state of affairs. 
It 


does us good to travel about, whether we go by 
auto, by train-or by boat. 
There is something 


tonic about a periodic change of scene. There is 
a great deal of truth in the old saying that you 
appreciate your own town more after visiting 
other towns. 


Travel is the greatest possible foe .of pro- 


vincialism. In the old days, when no one but a 
very rich man or a government official ever went 
10 miles from the place of his birth, there were 
unending jealousies and rivalries between towns. 
Each man looked with suspicion on all localities 
but his own. Never having seen his neighbors 
on the other side of the hill, his imagination.en- 
dowed them with horns and cloven hooves.

With widespread travel that sort of thing 


disappears. 
It is hard to be suspicious of a 


neighboring state when you have roamed 
through it, enjoying its scenery and making 
friends with its inhabitants.

own state. The important thing is to go. 
If 


you're planning on doing it this summer you're 
wise. 


"Before setting out the enterprise," says the 


Agricultural Service, "it is necessary that a pro- 
gram or schedule be arranged and that this 
schedule be based upon the results of a most 
careful study of the entire situation. 
In pre- 


paring to establish agricultural contacts in their 
trade areas, local chambers find this esential. 
Surveys of the areas must be made to .ascertain 
conditions, and to form a background for future 
work. 
These surveys, or studies, can be ar- 


ranged in several ways: They may be conducted 
by the chamber independently; they may be de- 
veloped through cooperation with other agencies; 
or they may result from the work of other agen- 
cies fostered and promoted by the chamber. Al- 
though numerous examples of independent 
trade-area surveys are recorded, by far the great- 
est number of surveys are made as cooperative 
projects with the chamber and one or more ag- 
ricultural organizations. 
It is felt that studies 


of this nature can be made best with the assist- 
ance and direction of such agencies as the coun- 
ty agent, state college and state extension ser- 
vice, and United States Department of Agricul- 
ture." 
> 


COST OF RUNNING CONGRESS 


Congress costs the people of the county ap- 


proximately $13,000,000 a year. A million is re- 
quired for the salaries and mileage of senators, 
and four and a half million for the salaries and 
mileage of the members of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 
Two and a quarter million is ex- 


pended for clerical assistance and $230,000 for 
the sergeant-at-arms and doorkeepers. 


Half a million dollars is provided for com- 


pensation of the commtitee employees. Vice- 
President Dawcs requires $10,000 to run his office, 
and Speaker Longworth $16,000 for his office. 
The Senate spends $1,520 a year for prayers and 
the House a flat $1,500.
